much worse under a speed limit 
of 40 miles. 
"Our local merchants, especial­ 
ly those in the ‘eating’ line, have 
Invented 
largely, hoping for re­ 
turns from the passing motorists, 
but if we are to compel them to 
drive through our city at 40 miles 
an hour ‘mine host’ will have to j 
put up his shutters—or start a 
watermelon stand down the road.: 
Keep the pace at 15 and 20 miles 
and give us another Justice Cox.’’ 
Fam iliar with Scenes 
Perhaps I am as fam iliar with 
the scenes on streets of Santa Ana 
every day as the average man. 
I am fully cognizant of the situa­ 
tions pointed out by my corre­ 
spondent. 
I know how difficult it 
ta at times 
for 
school children 
and elderly persons to cross one 
of the busy streets—and rt Is cor­ 
rection 
of 
this 
condition 
that 
prompted 
my 
suggestions. 
I 
think I made It clear by citing 
the North Main street condition, 
that I believe that school areas 
should be protected by slow speed. 
Possibly there Is no school In the 
city on a busy street where it 
would not be possible for a child 
to gain a point opposite a school 
house before attempting to 
make 
a street crossing. 
A child may 
as well walk down one side of 
the street as the other—lf there 
are 
cement 
sidewalks 
on 
both 
sides of the street, and I cannot 
recall any school house on a much- 
traveled street that Is not side- 
walked on both sides. 
It is my contention that with 
higher speed on the outer por­ 
tions of the main traveled streets 
in the city, crossings would 
be

pedestrians 
As 
I

North 
Main street as an example In a t­ 
tempting to put over my point, I 
will refer to it again 
Machines

are expected to and many driv­ 
ers observe the speed limit. They 
frequently flow along the avenue 
In such congested stream s as to 
make crossing on Main at many 
of the Intersections a very seri­ 
ous problem. 
If the higher speed were main­ 
tained down to W ashington ave­ 
nue, the machines would be more 
widely separated and crossings at 
intersecting streets would be more 
available 
I did not advocate a 
40-mile limit In the city, but on 
the open highways.

In 
J SSS, the cost of raw m aterials to 
the canneries was $30,000,000. 
At 
p resent the industry

This money goes direct to 
grow ers of canners’ 
crops, 
dairy­ 
men and others, and has led to the 
dev elopment of a specialized agri- 
culture that is ev ery year becoming 
m ore important in v arious p arts of 
th e country.
